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WE note in the recent issue of regulations for the 
Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth that the pris- 
oners are ‘‘ to be kept at hard labor daily except on 
Sunday, New Year’s, Decoration Day, Fourth of 
July, Thanksgiving, and Christmas.” The question 
naturally arises why is Washington’s Birthday ex- 
cluded from the list of exceptions. 








Mr. Broprick, Financial Secretary to the British 
War Office, stated at a recent meeting that during 
the recess a reorganization had taken place at the 
War Office, by which the whole responsibility for 
the efficiency of the men and material of the army 
had been placed in the hands of military men. This 
is as it should be as well elsewhere as in England. 





Tse January number of the British Army List 
Teveals the astounding (and very scandalous) fact 
that there are no fewer than 2,076 general officers 
in the British Army, to which may be added 1,673 
Indian generals who have retired, but who figure in 
the Indian list. Recalling the fact that we had two 
millions of men under arms during our late war, a 
correspondent is moved to exclaim ‘‘The British are 
blessed with 297 ‘full’ generals. We have one only. 
Republics are ungrateful.” 








OAIRMAN HERBERT, of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, has abandoned the idea of introduc- 
ing his old bill for the reorganization of the Navy. 
He says that nothing whatever on this subject will 
be proposed or agitated by the committee this ses- 
sion. As he is known to have advised with Secre 
tary Whitney on the matter, it is to be presumed 
that the latter is either better satisfied with the way 
in which the affairs of his Department are running 
than he was last winter, or else he considers the 
passage of a reorganization bill utterly hopeless. 








THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL which has always 
been a stanch advocate of the system of frequent 
payments to the enlisted men of the Army is glad 
to note the following from the Leavenworth Times : 
“The good effects of monthly payments to troops 
are shown by the fact that out of a garrison of more 
than five hundred men (at Fort Leavenworth) not 
a single man has been coufined in the guardhouse 
for disorderly conduct or drunkenness. This one 
thing alone speaks volumes for the change from 
bi-monthly to monthly payments. It takes away 
all argument from those opposed to the change and 
compels them to acknowledge that the change had 
the effect desired by the authorities.” 








SPEAKING of Senator Manderson's bill for provid- 
ing fo. monthly payments in the Army the Omaha 
Bee says: ‘‘No new appointment has been made in 
the pay corps for oyer six years, and if this bill is 
enacted into a law President Cleveland will have 
the gratification of appointing from seven to ten 
paymasters during the remainder of his present 
term of office; and this seems to be the only chance 
an influential citizen can have for a commission in 
the Army. Those who want these places should 
not all speak at once, but it would be as well for 
them to put their shoulders to the beam and help to 

xct the act passed,and thus render some preliminary 
pe to the enlisted men of the Acmy —— put-. 
g dn their uniforms.” ° -- 





Tue N. Y. Mail and Express says: *‘ There are a 
good many officers of the Navy who have what they 
call claims against the Government for extra com- 
pensation. Most of these ‘claims’ are made 
by officers who were commodores and seek to 
recover the difference between the pay of that 
grade and the pay of rear admirals for the 
periods when they acted in the latter capacity. 
They allege that they were forced to incur 
expenses for entertainments while they were in 
command of squadrons. There is only one way fo 
American Naval officers to do, and that is to live 
penuriously and meanly. They must neither accept 
nor return hospitalities, and the officer who is rich 
is especially under obligations not to spend his 
money for hospitality to foreign officers.” 








Hovss bill No. 4918, to regulate the course at the 
Naval Academy, was under consideration by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs at its meeting 
on Tuesday. Captain Sampson, superintendent of 
the Academy, was present and gave his views on 
the measure. He approved the provision reducing 
the course from six to four years, but suggested 
amendments to other provisions of the bill. He 
proposed,and the committee accepted, a proviso that 
from each of the classes graduating at the end of 
four years in 1886 and 1887, and from those that 
shall greduate in 1888, 1889 and 1890, twenty shall 
be appointed into the Service unless a greater num- 
ber is required to fill the vacancies; those gradu- 
ating in 1886 and 1887 to be subjected to final ex- 
amination before appointment. The committee ad- 
journed before completing consideration of the bill. 








ADMIRAL JovETT puts himself on record against 
the recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment and Recruiting in favor of substituting 
steam vessels for the present apprentice ships. He 
says: The American seaman is fast disappearing, 
and the very school which Congress has fostered for 
years—the naval apprentice system—conaisting of 
800 boys, 1s soon to be swept out of existence, un- 
less a strong effort is made to save these three ap- 
prentice vessels. These vessels are valuable because 
they are purely sailing vessels. All! that enters into 
the life of a seaman can be taught on board of 
them. Are we to allow these school ships to go to 
the scrap heap? Are they not essential until Con- 
gress builds others? And these others should be 
purely sailing vessels, to be propelled by gails, gov- 
erned by seamen, the winds and tides, and the good 
judgment of their officers and the quick working of 
their crews. Steam? Why it is the death-knell to 
all seamanship. Three men can take a steam ves- 
selin port if no accident happens. Let a gale of 
wind come up avd you need your sails, Are your 
wharf rats, your macaroni steam sailors, equal to 
going up aloft to make sail, reef and furl, and send 
down yards and masts in a howling gale? No, not 

one of them, These apprentices delight in all this. 
I differ with the few officers who recommend steam 
auxiliary vessels. There are thousands of steamers 
educating firemen and coal-heavers, but not one 
sailing vessel in a thousand that is educating sea- 
men.” This is the position we bave assumed in the 
JOURNAL, and we see no occasion to alter it.

require a board to find out that a man is physio · 
ally sound, or that he is a regularly ordained cler- 
gyman. The necessity for a board would, then, 
seem to be to determine whether an applicant for a 
chaplaincy is ‘ well suited and qualified in every 
respect for the duties.” This would appear, of ne- 
eessity, to inciude an inquiry into the question of 
orthodoxy, and as orthodoxy is always ‘‘ my doxy,” 
opinions as to a candidate’s fitness would vary 
according to the composition of the court. There 


rj is one way of escape from this, and that is to limit 


the examipvation to an inquiry as toa chaplain’s 
knowledge of the doctrines of his particular chureb, 
This involves an acquaintance with controversial 
theology, such as some, at least, of our post com- 
manders do not possess. Perhaps it might be required 
that the post commander should be, as the other meme 
bers of the board are to be, ‘‘of the same religious 
denomination, or of other denominations assimi- 
lating as nearly as possible to the denomination of 
the clergyman to be examined.” Here, again, we 
ran upon a stumbling-block, for how is the War 
Department to determine this question of assimila- 
tion? How would it do to add to the duties of the 
Board on Army Tactics, now in session at Washing- 
ton, that of adopting for the use of the Army some 
standard work on the differences between the sects 
To provide for the future we would recommend the 
adoption of that handy little volume, ‘‘ Mosheim’s 
Ecclesiastical History,” as a text book for the in- 
struction of the cadets of the Military Academy. 








INQUIRIES are made as to the fate of the recom- 
mendations of the artillery council which were 
forwarded to Washington with the approval of 
General Schofield. We understand that they went 
to Congress with the approval of the Department, 
though General Sheridan disapproves of the recom- 
mendation concerning an Inspector of Artillery, en- 
dorsing the bill with this exception. The chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee, General Hawley, 
is friendly to the bill. In the House Military Com- 
mittee, Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, will advocate the 
bill. It is expected that members of the Ariillery 
Council will be called before the House Committee, 
to testify on doubtful points, including the cost of 
the changes proposed. It is probable that so much 
of the bill as meets approval will be made part of a 
general measure for the improvemunt of the Army, 
if any passes, which is doubtful. This is a talking 
and not a working Congress. There is truth in this 
statement of the N. Y. Times: ‘‘It would not be 
surprising to find no Army organization bill passed 
this year. The actual necessity of change does not 
appear as great as at some former periods and as it 
may in the future, while the present measures are 
likely to block each other, unless, indeed, the good 
points of all can be deftly combined.” The disposi- 
tion shown to take advantage of the encouragement 
offered by Congressmen for the direct presentation 
tothem of the opinions and wishes of officers does 
not dispose Army headquarters to very active ex- 
ertions in their behalf. The bills whiek come be- 
fore Congress are, in its judgment, too largely de- 
voted to the promotion of certain special interests to 
the ignoring or disadvantage of others. Without 
passing judgment as to the justice of chis criticism 
we must express our regret that some way cannot | 
be found in both the Army and Navy to present q © 
united front to Congress. Until this is done the 
passage of any measure is doubtful; WA gh

RECENT DEATHS. 


Tue death at Toledo, Ohio, on Feb. 13, of David 
Ross Locke, better known as Petroleum V. ey & 
recalls what was said by the Hou. Geo. S. Boutwell, in 
a speech at the Cooper Union shortly after the close 
of the war that the crushing of the Rebellion 
could be credited to three forces—** The Army, the 
Navy and the Nasby letters.” Charles Sumner, re- 
fering to their historic qualities, said: “ Appearing 
witb a certaia regularity, and enjoying an extensive 
circulation, they became a constant and welcome 
ally. pr one me +! were among the infila- 
ences and agencies which disloyulty in all its 
forms was exposed and public opinion assured upoao 
the right side. It is impossible to measure their 
value. Against the devices of slavery and its sup- 
porters, each letter was like a speech, or one of 
those songs which stir the people. Therefore, the 
belong to the political hisiory of this criti 

riod.’ These satires were the source of delight to 
President Lincoln, who always kept them ip bis 
table drawer. Mr. Locke was in equal favor with 
Generai Grant, who offered him the choice between 
the missions to St. Peterburg and Berlin, which 
offer he declined, preferring to continue in bis office 
as editor. 1n this be acquired a fortuve<stimated ata 
million dollars. Before the Nasby letters bad 
their highest degree of popularity, Mr. Locke raised 
a full company of recruits in Findlay and sent to 
Volumbus for a commission. Tnis was emphatically 
refused by Governor Brougb on the ground that the 
would-be soldier could do more good at home fighbt- 
ing witb his ™ and humor than upon the field. 
Later Mr. Locke sent a substitute to the Army. 


Tue Sturgis Record, referring to the recent death 
of Miss Carrie Wilson, daughter of Chaplain David 
Wilson, U.S. A., says: * She was a eufferer all ber 
life, was one of the sweetest characters ever known, 
and her demise leaves very many heavy hearts. She 
was an accomplished musician and ber bright mind 
was stored with all the good results of a life devoted 
to books. She was a graduate of the Baltimore 
female college, standing first in a class of 85 and be- 
ing 99% per cent. perfect in ail studies. She also re- 
oelved the gold medal over all otbers in music be- 
fore an audience of 3,000 enthusiastic people. She 
was 20 years old at the time of her death.” 


Mr. Franx H. GREEN, son of Rear Admiral Joseph 
F. Green, U. 8. N., of Brookline, Mass , was runover 
and killed, Feb. 15, at a point seven miles above 
New Orleans on the Mississippi Valley Road. He 
was 42 years of age. The remains were taken to 
New Orieans and interred unver the direction cf 
Capt. Hodgdon. a brother-in-law of the deceased 
gentieman. 


WiiuraM Zacnary TaYLor, who died Jan. 23 near 
Cairo, Ili., aged 114, wus born a slavein the famil 
of Zacbary ‘Tavlor. He was with the General thro 
the Mexican War—at Palo Alto, Monterey, Resaca 
de la Palma and Buena Vista, and when bis master 
became President he accompanied him to Wash- 
ington. 


Dr. Francis H. TERRILt, who was an assistant 
surgeon, U.S. Navy, from June 22, 1875, until June 
8, 1878, when he resigned, died in San Francisco, 
January 20. We briefly referred to the death last 
week in connection with his position as surgeon of 
the Ist Infantry, N. G. C.

THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


BILLs grauting pensions to the widows of tbe fol- 
lowing Army officers passed the Senate Feb. 16: 
Captain T. H. Hay, Brig.-Gen. G. R. Paul, Lieut.- 
Co}. J. H. Hook, Cupt. Heury Hubbard Pierce, 
Major-Gen. J. B. Ricketts, Col. W. N. Grier, and the 
daughters of Brig. Gen. George Wright and Gen. 
Jobn MeNeil. 

Both Houses of Congress have made favorable re- 
ports on the bills giving the restored cadet engineers 
the positions in the Navy they would have held had 
they not been illegally dismissed. To the bill re- 
ported by the House Committee a proviso was added 
requiring all the restored cadet engineers to pass 
“such # physical examination asis ordinarily re- 

uired for promotion in the Navy,” ard all those 

ailing to be dropped from the Navy. The bill as 
reported by the Senate Committee this week re- 
quires a physical examination for those who have 
uot heretofore passed the physical examination. 

In discussing this measure before the committee 
on Wednesday, Mr. Chandler expressed surprise that 
Secretary Whitney had not given these young 
officers their proper rank and places immediately 
after the Supreme Court rendered the decision in 
their favor. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has 
adopted a preamble report on the bill to give Rear- 
Admiral 8. P. Carter the pay of Rear-Admiral from 
the time be was promoted to that ition on the 
retired list. In their report on the bill the cummit- 
tee say: * Believing, us the committee do, that this 
is an exceptional case and cannot be considered as 
establishing any prevedent for future action 1n such 
cases, because of the exceptional distinguished and 
valuable services rendered by this officer, and 
believing further that it was not the intention of 
either the President or tbe Senate to confer a mere 
empty bonor on this officer, whose whole record is 
so bovorable, they, in an act of simple justice to him, 
recommend tbat the bill do pass.” 

The bill for the appointment of hydrographer and 
asst. hydrographer of the Navy as amended and re- 
ported by the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
to the Senate, provides: 

That there shall be appointed by the President, with the 
advice und consent of the Senate, from the active list of the 
officers of the Navy, a chief of the hydrographic office with 
the relative rank of captain, and an assistant with the rela- 
tive rank of lieutenant-commander, to be entitled, respect- 
ively, the hydrographer and the assistant h«drographer. 
The salary of the hydrographer shall be $4,500 per annum 
and the salary of the assistant hydrograpber shall be $3,000 
perannum. Whenever the President, in order to promote 
the efficiency of the bydrographic service, shal! nominate 
and appoiut an officer ef the Navy io the place of either the 
a or assistant hydrographer, the officer super- 
seded shall be placed on the retired list. 

As an explapation of the delay complained of by 
Congressman Grosveuor in the House a few days ago 
with regard to the reply to the resolution concern- 
ing the plan an scope of the compila- 
tion of the rebellion records, it is said at 
the War Department that nearly 400 letters, 

some of them of great length, have been sent to 
the two houses of Congress, committees, and indi- 
vidaal members sinve the resolution was received at 
the War Department. 

House bill 1558 allowing $100 bounty to seldiers 
who enlisted under the act of July 22, 186—, and who 
were discharged on account of sickness before com- 
pleting two years of service, was reported favorably 
from the House Military Committee on Wednesday. 

At the meeting of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on Thursday favorable reports were adopted 
on bills H. R. 5024, for the appointment of a Chief 
and Asst. Hydrograpber of the Navy (the Senate 
bill recently reported being adopted asa substitute); 
H. R. 5550, to pay tothe wife of Lieut. Comdr. Geo. 
F. Morrison, retired, now in the Government Insane 
Asylum, all pay due and to become due during bis 
life, aud H.R. 639, authorizing Comdr. John W.

THE WAR RECORDS OFFICE. 


In response to the inquiry of the House of Repre- 
sentatives as to whether there had been any change 
in tte pen or scope of the Records of the Rebellion, 
following the death of Col. Robert N. Scott, U.S.A., 
Secretary of War Endicott, Feb. 13, sent a letter to 
the House in which he says; 


Linclose a report, dated Feb. 3, 1888, of Lieut.-Col. H. M. 
Lazelle, 234 Inf,, who is in charge of the War Records Pub- 
lication Office. This report states the plan and scope for the 
compilation of the official recorcs of the War of Rebel- 
lion, as adopted by the Secretary of War in Augus. 1850, 
and required by the provisions of the act of July 31, 1286, 
Since Col. Lazelle assumed charge of the office, on June 13, 
1887, ne changes from the instruction and plan so ado 
and the requirements of the act of July 31, 1886, “ bave n 
made, ordered or contemplated, either in the method of the 
work so tar ag relates to the arrangement or ia the subject- 
matter to be published ; on the contrary, those instructions 
and requirements have been rigidly observed.” 

In answer toso much of the resolution as —** a re- 
port “ whether any order has been made forbidding access 
of any person Or persons to the said records, and, if so, by 
whose ———— for what reason.ꝰ I would state that 
several months before Colonel Scott's decease, viz., on June 
8, 1686, a circular was issued tothe Department (a copy of 
which is given in Colonel Lazcile’s report) republishing 
pamemaph 21 of the Army Regulations of 1881. The regu- 

ation prohibits the giving of official information to any 
person not on duty in the rtment without proper 
authority, and applies to all the Bureaus of the Department 
as well as to the War Records Office. This regulation was 
tirst made by Secretary Stanton on June 24, 1864. IL inclose 
a copy of his order, with the — note of Assistant 
Secretary Dana, dated July 27, 1 

The r in charge of the War Records Office is per- 
mitted to exercise the authority of a chief of a Bureau 
under the Paragraph of the —— above referred to, 
so far as that office is concerned. As wi!l be seen from the 
correspondence accowparying Colonel Lazelle’s report, the 
requirements of this reguiation were enforced upon at least 
one of his subordinates by the late Colonel Scott. Subject 
to the restriction imposed by the regulation, the privilege of 
inspecting the war records has been freely granted by Col. 
Lazele to applicants for historical matter within the re- 
spective limits of their inquiries,except in two cases, in 
which, not deeming himseif authorized to give the in- 
formation asked for, the applicants were referred to the 
Secretary of War, who gave one of them the information 
demred. The other made no further effort, although in- 
formed at the publication office that favorable action would 
—— be takeu upon bis request if addressed to the 

retary of War. 








THE DYNAMITE GUN. 


A PAPER was read before the United Service Insti- 
tution of England in London on the 27th of Decem- 
ber, by Captain H. de N. Haig. Admiral Boys 
occupied the chair, and there was a large attendance 
of officers, including Gens. Pritchard, Sir P. Lums- 
dev, Sir H. Hume, Sir Donald Stewart, Sir G. 
Graham, Mr. J. Lowther, M. P., Admiral Wells, 
Major-Gen. L. Bell, Col. Morcrieff, Col. Buckley, 
Col. Broadwood and Col. Bucknill. After a descrip- 
tion of air-reservoirs, Capt. Haig proceeded to state 
that Lieut. Zalinski calculated that when blasting 
gelatine was used 100 lb. would break threugh 6°6in. 
of wrought-iron ; 200 lb., 93 in.; 400 Ib., 13°2 in. ; 700 
Ib., 17°4 inch, and 1,000 lb., 204 of wrought-iron. He 
described the new guns, which, he said, would be 
mounted on much improved carriag and will 
bave novel arraugements for loading. hen they 
remember that a gun will be in existence this year 
which will throw six times the quantity of explosive, 
it is impossible to resist the conclusion that the 
have here a most formidable weapun which will 
bave a serious influence on the result of the next 
pavai war. [t¢ was to be hoped that the Government 
will tind means to procure some of the guns, and 
that they will soon hear of experiments being 
carried out with them in England. 

Ina monograph of 38 pa entitled “El Canon 
Neumaticz,"’ published at Havana, Don Severo Go- 
mez Nunez, captun of artillery, who spent some 
time here in watching the cxperiments of Captain 
Zalinski, gives a history of the rive and progress of 
the new weapon, with details of the results obtained.

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NEW INVENTIONS. 


Tue New York Sun says: “ The patente issued for 
the second week ot January were of unusual inter- 


est to Naval officers, in that three of them covered 
devices of special im mce to Naval vessels. One 
was for a method of building shafts for steamsh 


ooe for a method of making cannon, and one for a 
projectile to be used in rescuing people from a 
wrecked ship. The novel feature of the rocket is 
a buoy attachment with a lamp in it. When the 
rocket ts fired the lamp 13 lighted. and if the rocket 
fallsinto the water the buoy wil! float the lamp, 
whnico i3 said to be inextinguishable. 

“A novel and interesting feature to the general 
public of the patents for processes of making steam- 
ship shafts and cannon (Nos. 376,13 and 376.163) is 
that they are substantially the same. described 
in the patent the process consists, first, in drawiug 
a tube of steel over a mandrel of the exact size of 
the bore of the guv. The mundrel is a smoothed and 
polished bar of steel, and after the tube is forced 
over it, as it passes through the die, the bore of the 
tube becomes a perfect matmx of the mandrel, or in 
other words the bore is completed by the process of 
drawing. Then, since thistube is at once polished 
and tempered by the drawing, it may be left on the 
mandrel, and thus used 4s the mandrel for another 
tube to be drawn overit. As many thicknesses as 
may be desired can thus be piled up, but the small 
number of thicknesses needed is astonishing. Three 
tubes thus drawn ove within the other, each of only 
one-half inch thickness, or a total thickness of one 
invh and a half for thetbree, were tested with water as 
steam boilers are commonly tested, The three stood 
the remarkable pressure of 75,000 pounds to the 
square inch, or about twice the pressure of powder 
pas at the momeat of the explosion in a modern 

ong-range steel cannon of like calibre. This drawn 
eannon had a bore of six incbes. 

“The cost of a built up forged gun of six inch bore 
is not far from $20,000; of the new cast gun about 
$3,300. It is hkely that the drawn gun could be pro- 
fitably sold for one-tenth of the latter price, for no 
very expensive special plant is required, and a com- 
pany of modest capital could keep assorted sizes in 
stock awaiting orders. The Naval Board in charge 
of the testing grounds at Annapolis will be asked to 
prove a gun made on this plan io a short time. 

“The tubs used in making a — — shaft differ 
from those used in making a canoon chiefly in their 
cross section, A cylinder ‘s used for a cannon, but 
theshaft must have a polygonal transverse section. 
The layers of tubes would turn on each other if 
cylinders. The different layers are made where a 
shaft is long—say over 30 feet—an sections, with their 
ends interlocked, the different layers breaking 
jointe. The patent includes cylindrical sleeves to 
some for bearings. Whether these spring steel 
shafts will be stiff enough may be a question, but 
that they will be tough and cheap is earnestly as- 
serted by the inventor, who is net the inventor of 
the drawn seemless tube vannon, by the way.”

THE NEEDFUL AT COLLEGES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


THe Government should announce a minimam 
(or maximum) course of instruction. So mauy 
bright officers, as well as dull ones, have performed 
these duties that it must be possible to announce 
what the Government has the right to expect and 
what is the least it will accept. Even in disciplining 
this is ~~ needed, ia instruction it 1s absolutely 
essential. e faculties do not know what is best, 
what ersential, what merely incidental. They think 
favorably of the papsteal training, and are apt to 
want the military to stop there, and with as little 
call fortime and money as possible. If the military 
idea that “in war the intellectual is to the physical 
as three to one" was ever presented to them, cou- 
nected with the necessity imposed on any military 
“Professor” to train the intellect of his scholars 
three times as thorougbly as their bodies, the prov- 
ince of the other professors who treat the intellect 
ouly would seem invaded. But these detailed offi- 
cers should have work important enough to be 
worth their attention and pay. 

An adopted text book suited to these colleges is a 
desideratum. Some forty recitations, say four hun- 
dred pages, of such practical and basic military ideas 
and facts as are needed by regimental officers in a 
vam paign about Courts-martial, military and inter- 
national laws, engineering. outposts, science of gun- 
nery, stresesy. and grand tactics, logistics, our sys- 
tem of requisitions, communications, accountability, 
camping and supply. and the spevial requirements 
of our national situation, should be perfectly practi- 
cable fer the senior and junior classes at these col- 
leges, supplemented by several original essays and 
lectures. me of these young men should know 
just what to doto organize, equip, feed and muster 
u — or regiment, and get it, in best shape, to 
the place it will be most wanted. 

There are dozeus of officers more than capable of 
_producimg such a book. So many of these pupils 
are in such straitened circumstauces that expense 
must be considered in every item. So the first issue, 
at least, should be made as reasonable as possible; 
though illustrations are of great importance to boys 
who neversaw a fort or ship, nor “ set a squadren 
in the field.”” Buta suvceasiul book would pay. for 
it seems the first demand must be well over a thous- 
and and the subsequent demand steady and good. 
It should be rather too full than too restricted, as it 
is very easy for the *‘ professor” to omit anytbivg 

ready to his hand. This opportunity 
is unique te sow correct military facts and 
doctriaes broadcast throughout America. Even 
before the text is red something may 
be done by announcing in orders an effi- 
cient course and what are the powers, duties, and 
limitations Of the officer and other college author- 
ities. Every successful — — will bea bene- 
fit. The preseot uncertainties work t harm. 

There is a perceptible difference in the type of dis- 
cipline and coherence established at institutions 
which have college commous and those where the 
pupils live scattered in private families. It is sub- 
mitted therefore that frequent formations and as- 
semblages, eveu of the most cursory kiod, are ex- 
ceedingly beneficial and perfectly practicable. Two 
—— roll calls a day in battalion formation should 
be required at whatever bours are most convenient. 
Some practical features of military life can only be 
learned by experience. Even organized camp life 
would be a break in existingignorance. Buron von 
der Goltz remarks the special importance of these 
routine formations and “ marches tu the exercise 
grounds” for military instruction.

THE NEW ARMY REGULATIONS. 


Tut revised Army Regulations, the publication of 
which has been expected by Arwy officers for some 
time, are not likely to ioto effect until a sbort 
timie before the close of this Administration, and 
perhaps not uatil later. The work done by the 
Board of Revision makes a pile of maruscript Bearly 
half a foot thick. The Sevretary of War bas not yet 
had an opportunity to give the matter more than a 
cursory examiva q e has determined not to 
approve them until he has carefully weighed the ef- 
fect of every change embraced in the ulations, 
and to give the matte: his personal atten- 
tion. Some of the changes will doubtless be criti- 
cised. One in particular will perbaps be very much 
objected{to by the line ofthe Army. It gives the en- 

r rthe reht to military commandgwhen 
eis the senior officer stationed at a post. In the 
event of the absence of the commandant of a post, 
if the neer officer is next in raok under this rule 
he would assume command. This recognition bas 
been sought for by engineer efficers for many years, 
but has yet to be accorded them. The revised regu- 
lations are now in the hands of Capt. Taylor, Secre- 
tary Rodicott's military secretary, who is endeavor- 
ing to boll them down and do away witb the verbiage 
which abounds in them. It is not known whether 
the same board will be reconvened to go over the 
work, or one composed of a new detail of officers 
will attend to it. 








WHO BURNT COLUMBIA? 


Tae Charleston, 8. C., News of last Sunday printed 
a bitter attack by Wade Hampton on Gen. Sherman. 
This was shown to the General, Wednesday, in New 
York and he expressed himself as follows: “There 
is just this about the destruction of Columbia: I 
didn't set fire to it, neither did my men. On tho 
coatrary, Wade Hampton started the fire, and we 
tried to save it, uot for the sake of the place, but for 
our own convenience. [t's of no consequence to me 
whether I destroyed Columbia or not, but I suppose 
it’s of adeal of consequence to Wade Hampton dowu 
there to try to show his friends and n bors that 
he didn't before he ran away. Hampton is a brag- 
gart and blower. He always was. Ind you ever 
notice the weakuess of some of these southern fel- 
lows for blowiog? How they will talk about their 
splendid estates, their plantations, sir, when the 
have a few measly ames worth about five dol- 
lars an acre! Hampton is of thatsort. The whole 
question as to who burned Columbia was rifted by 
the international commission—a not over. triendly 
body—before whom the British owners ofsome of 
the cotton destroyed brought their claims. If they 
could possibly have shown that the United States 
troops burned that cotton they would have done so. 
They tailed and that settled it."

METALLURGICAL DISCOVERIES. 


Tue Boston Herald reports that a method of cast- 
ing iron or steel on to brass bas been successfull 
applied in Boston. The brass core, or whatever it 
may be, is first cast in the usual way, and it is then 
molded in conjunction with the pattern, and when 
the latter is removed it is allowed to remain in the 
flask and the meited iron poured over it. This iron 
is prepared by a flux for ready amalgamation with 
“the brass, and when the compound casting 1s taken 
from the sand it 1s found to be a complete and well- 
connected piece. 

The union of the two metals is perfect, and they 
cau be —— by melting the brass, which runs 
at lower perature than iron from its backing. 

Acting Consul Hornstedt of Moscow has made a 
report to the Department of State in ard to an 
important invention recently patented by a Rus- 
sian. Hesays: “ The whole secret of the process is 
the construction of the furnace, which 1s simple and 
inexpensive. It will be difficalt for our iron-mas- 
ters to believe that under the pew process iron ore, 
after submitting 1t to the ordinary smefting - 
cess, is taken direct from the furnace to the rolling- 
mul, and turved into sheetiron; yet such is the 
case, there being to my certain knowledge three 
furnaces in this country now in full operation and 
working with t success. There can be but little 
doubt tuat this new invention will create a perfect 
revolution in the manufacture of 2.

NORFOLK NOTES, 


Tuose Navy officers who have been fortunate 
enough to be stationed at this Yard will read with 
more or less regret of the death of one of the insti- 
tutions of the station. Theold colored messenger, 
Henry Wilkins, who for more than forty years bas 
faithfully discharged the duties of his position at 
the Navy-yard, died Feb.8 at Lincolnville, a suburb 
of Norfolk.

BEAMS OF THE CHARLESTON. 


Cuter ConstTrucToR Wrison has made the follow- 
ing report to the Secretary of the Navy relative to 
the “singular bebavior of several deck beams in- 
tended for Cruiser No. 2 (Ubarleston) while being 
worked to share”’ 

In orderthat no shadow of doubt shall exist as to the qual- 
Ity of material incorporated in the bull of the ship I consid- 
ered it for the best interests of the Government to have re- 
moved from the ship four beams referred to by Constructor 
Fernald (in his letter of Dec, 22, 1887), as baving tailed in 
working, although welded und red by bim sufficiently 
strong, and others substitute, [ bave to state, as beams 
in a ship bave to act, not merely as a girder which supports 
the lead, but as a tie between the two sides, and asa part of 
the ship's frame, it is important that they should be made of 
the very best materials. 

The failure of these jour beams was certainly an unusual 
occurrence, and at the present time wuaccountable, as the 
materia! had stood ali the regulation tests previous to its re- 
ceipt at the building yard. From the various tests that 
have been made, and from the general bebavior of the other 
beams worked into the structure of the Charleston, I am 
convinced that the steel used in her construction is of excel- 
lent quality. The rolling of this form of beam an 
excessive tension in the flanges, and the beams have also to 
undergo considerable mechanical work in bending to shape, 
and the punching of the rivet holes in the flanges 
ing put in the vessel, and it was after this work had been 
patu them, and they etill required farther bending to 
Shape that they gave way through lines of mvet holes.

THE GERMAN-RUSSIAN FRONTIER. 

WE give here a map which has been prepared 
especially for the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL to en- 
able our readers to follow intelligently the military 
movements on the frontier between Russia, Germany 
and Northeastern Austria, which are absorbing the 
attention and exciting the apprehension of Europe. 
The Russian official organ, the Invalide, recently 
published a comparison of the troops on the two 
sides of the frontier. The Militar Wochenblait, in 
its issue of Jan. 18, made an elaborate reply to what 
it characterized as the misleading statements of the 
Invalide. In this article it presented the following 
comparison of areas in square kilometres :

This comparison is only of troops within terri- 
tories of corresponding area. Within the frontier 
districts of Vilna, Warsaw and Kiev, Russia had, 
Jan. ist, the 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 11th, 12th and 
14th corps d’armee and three infantry divisions of 
the Guard, making a total of 315,500 men and 1,698 
field guns. Germany had 1m her frontier districts 
the ist, 2d, 5th and 6th corps, having 98,200 men 
and 838 field guns. Austria had on her northeast. 
ern frontier the 1st, 2d, 5th and 6th corps, with 
98,200 men; or a total for Germany and Austria of 
136,200 men and 858 field guns. 

Comparing the strength of troops in single garri- 
sons, the ‘‘Wochenblatt” contrasts the garrison of 
Warsaw, consisting of 20,000 men, 3,600 horses, 
and 54 field pieces, with the garrison of Koenigs- 
berg, consisting of 7,700 men, 1,400 horses and 50 
field guns, and the garrison of ‘Breslau, with 5,000 
men, 1,100 horses and 32 field guns. Referring to 
the ‘‘Invalide Russe’s” assertion that 4,850 kilo- 
metres of railway has been vonstructed in Eastern 
Germany since 1878, the ‘‘Wochenblatt” states that 
the railway extension since 1878 amounts to only 

1,865 kilometres. 

The Berlin ‘‘Kreuz Zeitung” of Feb. 15th asserts 
that the movements of Russian troops are being ac- 
celerated and that reinforcements numbering 18,000 
men have reached the villages of Mariampol, Kul- 

varja and Suwalki, on the main road skirting the 
Russian frontier. These troops, the ‘‘Zeitung” says, 

can only be designated as an advance flying corps 
in case it is decided to make a sudden dash upon 

Konigsberg. This paper further says that the Rus-- 
sian force along the Austrian and Roumanian 

frontiers is estimated at 570,000 men, with 2,250 

guns. “This is an increase of a quarter of a million 

on the earlier figures of the ‘‘ Wochenblatt.” 

The field corps is working actively, connect- 

ing the military stations by telegraph lines with 

the fastnesses on the frontier, and erecting along 

the whole frontier line, at intervals of a few miles,

Concluding, the German Chancellor 
exclaimed in an outburst of passionate fervor: ‘‘We 
Germans fear God, and nothing else in the world. 
The fear of God makes us wish to foster Peace. He 
who breaks the Peace will arrive at the conviction 
that the warlike and exultant love of the Father- 
land, such as summoned the whole population of 
Prussia to armsin 1813, is the common possession 
of the entire German nation, and he who attacks 
will find it armed to a man, every man having in 
his heart a firm belief that God is with as.” This 
is followed by the announcement that there 1s an 
understanding by which Lord Salisbury agrees that, 
so long as he is Prime Minister of Eugland, he will 
protect the Italian coast, in case of attack, with au 
English fleet. The Vienna papers assert that this 
agreement extends to the Austrian coast.

Tue Senate Committee on Military Affairs, at its 
meeting on Thursday, adopted favorable reports on 
the bill for the restoration of Oapt.

OLOF SCHWARTZKOPFr, V. M. D., SuniorVeterinary 
Surgeon of the 8th U. S. Cavalry, bas issued an in- 
teresting monograph entitled ‘The necessity of an 
organized and elevated Veterinary Corps in the 
Unitea States Army.” The purpose of the essay is, 
as the author states, “to prove the inefficiency of 
the present army veterinary service, and to en- 
lighten our military authorities on general points 
of military veterinary science, by a. professional 
veterinary surgeon.” After discussing the veterin- 
ary medical departments of the armies of Great 
Britain and Europe and our own, the followiug pro- 
position is submiited: ‘There should be tbree 
xrades of army veterinary surgeons. 1. Ist lieuten- 
ant (mounted); 2. Captain (mounted); after five 
years’ service having passed an examination for 
promotion. In euch Department ove veterinary 
captain should be selected by the Secretary of War 
as [pspecior of Public Animals, and attached to the 
Department Staff. 3. Colonel (mounted), one chief of 
the veterinary Department attached to the surgeon 
general's office. The number of veterinary surgeons 
should be fifty, including al grades.” The organ- 
ization of veterinary assistants consisting of first 
and secon ciass farriers and shoeing smiths is also 
recom mended.

com aand he held, and show that he was largely 
responsible for the disastrous war out of which 
these claims arcse.”

GENERAL H. W. Stocum, in the Brooklyn Eagle of 
last Sunday, tells the story of Sherman’s march to 
the sea. In commenting on it, editorially, the Zagle 
suggests some reflections. One is that posterity 
offers the soldier no adequate compensation for the 
sacrifices of the best years of his life, often of life 
itself. If he dies of wouads or fever his very name 
is soon forgotten. If he survives to see the good ac- 
comphshed by the force of powder enjoyed by a 
younger generation, he finds that political honors 
and commercial riches go to the men who stayed at 
home to talk and trade while he was fighting at the 
front. It finds a partial explanation of the disad- 
vantages under which the discharged soldiers suffer 
iu the fact that they are children suddenly thrown 
upon their own resources, without money, without 
an occupation, without habits of thnft and applica- 
tion, without personal friends. Collectively they 
are heroic, individually they are helpless. After 
being fed,clothed, sheltered,physicked by a paternal 
government, the representatives of which have 
even relieved them of any occasion for original 
thought, they are quite unprepared to do these 
things for themselves. The pension is a recogaitiou 
of this fact. Loss of industrious habits, of mcral re- 
sponaipility, of home and of business acquaintance 
is often a misfortune to the survivors of a war 
gceater than would have been the loss of life itself.

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LIVERMORE’S MANCEUVRES FOR INFANTRY. 

Magsor W. R. LivermorzE, Corps of Eugineer:,U.8. 
Army. has favored us with a description of bis sys- 
tem of infautry manceuvres which will be submitted 
to the Board new in session at Washington. It is 
contained in the extraets from his volume which 
follow: 





PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION.* 


Until quite recently the tactics of all nations have 
been based upon the lines or columns of a compara- 
tively rigid nature. The formations were the out- 
growth of shock tactics and all changes were so con- 
servative that they gradually modified the old form 
to meet requirements quite different from those 
for which they were originally designed. 

It is believed that the time has come to throw off 
the old form and adopt one more general and more 
comprehensive. 

From the lessons of the recent wars it has been 
found necessary to scatter troops over a large area 
in order to advance under fire with as little loss as 
possible and to unite them in small groups in order 
to maintain the proper control and direction. 

The proposed system of manceuvres resulted from 
a careful study of the recent wars and of the numer- 
ous deductions made from them by military writers 
of all countries, and from an analysis of the conse- 
quences of still further improvements in weapons. 

[It has beeu developed by experimental drills with 
infantry and cavalry from time to time for the past 
eight years. 

‘he following principles are observed as far as 
possible: 

1. To afford means of disposing troops in any gen- 
eral manuer wiatever by combination of a few sim- 
ple movements. 

2. To organize and wanceuvre large and small 
bodies alike. 

3. To manceuvre in the same manner whether the 
fractions are in line, in square or in column, in open 
or io close order. 

4 To employ the same commands and terms so 
far as possible always iu the same sense. i 

5. To make every wan responsible to bis imme- 
diate superior. 

The manceuvres described in the second part are 
to be regarded as illustrative of the principles of the 
new tactics, so far as they apply to infantry, rather 
than as statutes defiuing what may be done to the 
exclusion of other com bination. 

Tbe requirements ofa proper system of tactics 
were brought to light by the great war in America 
and further developed by subsequent wars in Eu- 
rope. Every nation but our own has modified tts 
drill book to comply with them. Each has intro- 
duced such changes as the natioval temperamenot 
has demanded, butit is claimed tbat the system now 
presented affords a better solution to the new prob- 
lems than that of any foreign nation. 

In a modern fight a body of troops m action is no 
longer muiatained in rigid masses drawn up in 
forms that cau be ——— by geonetrical fig- 
ures, but it assumes all shapes and dimensions that 
can be imagined, und the i? are grouped in every 
conceivable disposition. If, however, the subordi- 
nation of command is maintaived throughout « 
leader can communicate his orders to these irregu- 
lar groups as well as he could to the rigid and inert 
masses of the old tactics. 

However trcops may be disposed all pv*sible ma- 
neeuvrs result from a comb nation of a very few 
sim ple movemenis, sich as to advance or to turn, to 
open or close, to form tioe, column or square iu any 
direction. [o this system the manceuvres are exe- 
cuted on the simplest principles. They are the 
same for large as for swall units, and the subject of 
elementary tactics is reduced to the utmost sim- 
a A regiment warches, turns, opens, closes, 

orms line square or column, by thesame commands 
and means asa battaliou or a company. Even the 
sections and the squads, ard fours into which a 
company is subdivided, manceuvres like the larger 
units, so faras their uature and limited organiza- 
tion —— Troops in open order, in mass, or 
even in irregular groups, movein the same manner 
as when in theirrormal formation. By this method 
each man bas merely to look to his immediate su- 
perior for instructions and to preserve his position 
witb respect to the proper guide. 

It is believed that this system differs from others 
in this important particular, that whereas the lat- 
ter apply only to a certain limited number of dispo- 
sitions, this simply pruvides u language by means of 
which a leader communicates his wishes to the 
troops, and which enables him to dispose them in 
any mauner that the various exigencies of warfare 
may demana. The methods are applicable to all 
branches of the Service. 

Tbe principles of the zew tactics are illustrated by 
applying them to those forms that bereafter will be 
most commonly employed, but they afford at the 
fame time a simple and satisfactory means of exe- 
cuting the manceuvres of anv of the other systems. 

The first and second part of the manual relates to 
elementary tactics and shows how to move troops 
wherever they may be required aud in any desirable 
formation. The third part relates to applied tactics 
and is intended to show what dispositions ure most 
advisable under different circumstanees. To illus- 
trate the principles and define the terms of the new 
tactics a battalion of four companies has been taken 
as a type, each company composed of four sevtions 
and each section of four or more sets of fours, and 
each set of fours of four men. — 

The present work is devoted exclusively to the 
mapceuvres, and their application to the varied cir- 
eumstances of a fight, in order that the merits of 
the new system may be tested independently of the 
questions involved in the school of the soldier and 
in the customary forms of parades and ceremonies. 
The system, however, is spplicable to all these re- 
quirements, but before putting it in its final shape, 
itis desirable to wake it more generally known so 
that it may be made to conform to all requirements 
of the Service and the author would feel exceeding 
gratetul for any suggestions or criticisms. 

The second of the ‘‘Manceuvres”’ corresponds 
to the drill book and eovers the same ground that 
bas heretofore been embraced in the book of tactics 
with the above exceptions. The schaol of the com- 
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pany contains a description of many matceuvres } 
that will be omitted f-om the tactics. These move 
ments serve to illustrate the principlesin their varied 
applications and each isatype of a similar manceu- 
vre that may, perhaps, be advantageously practiced 
by one of the larger units. A few of the movements 
described in the School of the Battalion may also be 
omitted for similar reasons. 


I.—ORGANIZATION—THE NORMAL ORGANIZATION. 


The most convenient organization for manceuvr- 
ing is that in which four units of each denomina- 
tion are combined in one of the next higher. Thus 
a set of fours comprises four men and a section, com 
pany battalion, regiment, division, etc., is formed 

n like manner. 

The units are divided into halves as follows: A 
set of fours into two sets of twos, and the section, 
etu., into two squads, platoons, subdivisions, wings 
and brigades, respectively. 

The units are commanded by chiefs as follows: 
The chief of aset of foursis number one, of a sec- 
tion, etc., 2 —— in, major, colonel and 
major- n , respectively. 

be gout unit generally nas a chief. who does not, 
however, give tactical commands in the mauceuvres, 
but sees that those of the chief of the units are 
properly executed. 

The chief of a set of twos is the file leader. The 
chief of a squad is a corporal, of a company is a 
lieutenant; vo chief is provided in our organization 
for the subdivision, although one would bo desir- 
able. The chief of a wing, etc., 's a lieutenant-col- 
onel, a brigadier general, ete. 

The markers define the position of the units to 
which they belong, and the guides keep the markers 
of the sub units in their proper places. 

Two guides and four markers are assigned to each 
of the principal units. 

The guides for the company battalion, etc., are 
sergeants; those for the seetion ure the corporals, 
who are also chiefs of squads. 

The markers for the company battalion, ete., are 
privates. In the section the place of the markersis 
taken by the corporals, who are guides in murching, 
and by the sergeants who are chiefs of sections iu 
defining new positions. The directing units. guides 
and markers are those from whom the position of 
the others are regulated. 

In action the guides and_markers assist the chief 
io transmitting orders and act as orderlies. R 

Two directors are assigned to each of the princi- 
pal uuits. Itis their duty to supervise the guides 
and markers and direct the establishment of new 

itions. For the higher units these duties age pet. 
ormed by the aides for the regiment aud battalion 
by the adjutant and sergeant wujor, for the com- 
ny by ihe heutenants who are also chiefs of pla- 


ns. 

Ir r on.—A section may be formed 
by an mah pe yes not exceeding and pre- 
ferably not iess than 10. 


Each of the other units may embrace any number 
of the next lower but preferably not more than 4, 
and unless in very exceptional cases not more thaa 
6. In the imperfect and irregular organization the 
principles are carried out as Well as possible. 
The several units are numbered in order of the 
rank of their commanders: First, second, third, 
. They preserve these designations 
throughout the mancurres. Hach unit is su ad- 
dressed by its proper commander of bis superiors ao · 
cording to its position forthe time bernzas the

be kept distinct. 

Cavalry.—The normal order for cavairy is with 
the men in each set of fours formed in one rank and 
numbered from right to left one, two, ete. The 
otber dispositions are similar in all respects to those 
of infantry. 

Artillery, etc. The same nomenclature and dispo- 
sitions apply to all arms of the Service as far as 
their nature aJmits. 

Formations, Distances, ete.—Distances are meas- 
ured from centre to centre and in any direction. In- 
tervals ure the spaces between adjacent units not 
occupied bv the y of the unit. Theterms full 
distance, close order, etc., company distance, etc., 
are explained below. 

The private occupies 46 inches; numbers one and 
three on the right forming the first two, numbers 
one and three forming the front rauk. 

The set of fours occupies 90 inche-, the first, third 
and fifth on the right forming the first squad: the 
first and second in the front rank of each squad, etc. 

The section occupies a lenoath equal to that ot all 
its fours and ore more. This length is called section 
distance whatever may bo the space occupied by the 
fours. It is the deploying distance for the section.

The front rank of 
the rear sections is four times 23 inches or 244 yards 
bebiod the rear rank of tbe front section. The chiefs 
of the front sections are 46 inches in front of the 
centre of the front rank. Those of the rear sectious 
are on the outer flanks of their sections avd 
touch elbows with the section guides. The com- 
pany guides touch elbows with the guides 
of the front sections. The front company 
markers are 46 inches ian front of the guides. 
Tbe rear markers 46 inches from the flank and 23 
incbes bebind the rear sank. The directors are 46 
inches in frovt of the chiefs of the sections. The 
chiefs of — Ss wands in frout of the centre of 
the front rank.

The battalion guides are 46 inches from the company 
markers.

When some of tbe units are in cloee order and the 
others at full distance, the dispositions corres 
as nearly as possible with the above.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


SPURS OR NO SPURS. 


Own of our correspondents in the last number of 
the Jovrnat criticised the mounted officers of the 
7th N. Y. Regiment in the matter of wearing spurs. 
As to the adjutant of the Seventh this critic 
omitted to state, what was the fact, that be started 
on duty with two spurs and was deprived of one by 
an accident. Still, our correspondent is right in say- 
ing that whatever ruleis followed in this matter it 
should be observed by all the mounted officers. The 
spur is a part of the uniform of a mounted officer, 
though itis rarely worn by officers of our Army 
when not in the saddle. This neglect of compli- 
ance with what isthe custom of foreign armies is 
due to the peculiarities of our mounted service. In 
the country such as most of our mounied officers 
have been acoustomed to the spur is a great incon- 
venience, if worn in dismounted movements, and 
owing to the possibility in Indian campaigns of 
their being compelled to dismount many officers 
have rejected it even when in the saddle. In a 
rough country, or one covered with grass or sage 
brush, it 1s a positively dangerous appendage, 
readily tripping the wearer up, especially when 
walking backwards which is sometimes necessary. 

Indeed, there is very little left of our regulations 
concerning uniform when 1t comes to campaigning 
in an Indian country.

Whatever excuse there 
may befor officers in the field disregarding cus- 
tom in this matter there is no reason why the mili- 
tia should not observe it, and they are entirely cor- 
rect in doing so. General Sobriver used to wear his 
spurs always in inspecting the cadets at the Military 
Academy, and as he was seen with them at 6 o’clock 
in the morning the tradition among the cadets was 
that he sleptin them. Butthen,if we remember 
right, General Thos. Neill, U. 8. A., Commandant of 
Cadets, who was so particular in matters of dress 
that he was known as “Beau Neill,” was notin the 
habit of wearing spurs out of the saddle on any oc- 


casion. 


MILITIA OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Tux official report of the militia forces of the 
United Stutes transmitted tothe two Houses of Con- 
gress Feb. 8, although entirely statistical, is very in- 
teresting, inasmuch as it shows a substantial increase 
over the returns for last year. The increase is, of 
course, largely due to the additional spre on 
last year, thus poets the wisdom of Congress in 
increasing the funds for the support of the forces. 
An increase is shown of 8,103 in the organized 
strength and 275,176 in the unorganized over the re- 
turns of last year, The numbers of the organized 
forces we gave last week. The a te men avail- 
able for military duty (unorganized) is estimated at 
7,920,768. The following comparative returns shows 
the increases and decreases in the organized strength 
for each State and Territory:

TARGET FIRING ABROAD. 


“CONTINUED popularity and prosperity” is what 
the council of the Dominion Kifie Association will 
have to report to the members at the annual meet- 
ing to take place at Ottawain March. During the 
past three years there has been an increase of more 
than 25 per cent.in the number of competitors at- 
tending and over 50 per cent.in theamount of 
money offered in prizes, which in the year reviewed 
was $6,750, the number of competitors entering for 
this being 363—high-water mark for both. The com- 
petitors in 1884 numbered 287, in 1885 302, and in 
1886 332. Every province in the Dominion has for 
the past two years had representative teams at the 
prize meeting. Tbe council still have cause for re- 
gret that the membership of the association is so 
small, there being no increase in the year. 

Wimbledon’s prospects seem brighter just at pres- 
ent. The Duke of Westminster, one of the founders 
of the National Rifle Association, who has joined 
with those making an effort to secure the retention 
of the now famous common as the prize meetin 
place, advocates the purchase of the land claime 
to have been render dangerous for tenantry on 
account of bullets falling upon it. He considers that 
“for so national an object the country might very 
well afford to buy up this property,” as the meet- 
ings “can be held nowhere else to such advantage 
as at Wimbledon.” The Dominion of Canada Rifle 
Association is about to join with the National As- 
sociation to petition the Imperial Government on 
behalf of the movement to preserve Wimbledon as 
the annual meeting place of the representative 
———— ofthe Empire.—Canadian Militia Gaz.

FRESH FACTS ABOUT GORDON’S DEATH. 


A SPECIAL funeral service in commemoration of 
Gen. Gordon’s death was held yesterday afternoon 
ut St. Paul's, Eaton Square, at 5p.m. The Rev. H. 
Waller, an old personal friend of General Gordon's, 
preacbed the sermon, and during the discourse read 
ibe sworn testimoay of one of the loyal sergeants 
who were present at Gen. Guerdon's death, which 
was communicated to Lieut. Gordon, nephew of the 
late General. This was to the effect that when Gor- 
don beard the rebels in the town he said, * It is all 
finished ; to day Gordon will be killed,” and went 
down stairs, followed by the four sergeants, who 
took their rifles with them. Hetook a chair and sat 
down on the right of the palace door, the four ser- 
geants standing on his left. Atl at onve a sheik gal- 
loped up with seme Bagaree Arabs. The sergeants 
were on the point of firing, when Gordon, seizing 
one of their rifles, said. ‘‘No need of rifles to-day; 
Gordon is to be killed.”” The sbeik told Gerdon that 
be bad been ordered by the Mabdi to bring him a‘ive. 
Gordon refused to go, saying he would die where 
he was, adding that no harm was to be done to the 
four sergeants, who had not fired on the rebels. The 
sheik repeated tbe order three times, and each time 
Gordon gave the same answer. After a few words 
the sheik drew bis sword and rushing up to Gordon 
cut hito over the left shoulder, Gordon looking bim 
straight in the face and offeriug no resistance. His 
head was cut off and taken to tbe Mabdi at Omdur- 
man; bis body was buried close to the door of the 
palace, and a tomb built over it.—Pall Mall Gazette, 
January 25.

This winter the 
construction of cannon will be commenced, and as 
soon as the port 1s secure merchant and war-vessels 
of steel will be built, so that it will be no looger 
necessary for italy to purchgée her steamers out of 
the country.” 
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ACCORDING toa despatch from Toulon, the great- 
est activity prevails at the arsenal. Everything is 
being done to place a squadron of tronciads aud 
cruisers in readiness fur service. 

Tae Kolnische Zeitung states that the Russian 
Cor earns is about to make a pew military port 
at Libau. Twenty vessels have been ordered for the 
Caspian Sea, varying from 500 to 1,300 tons, and 
costing from 100,00 to 159 000 roubles. These are to 
be built in Russia, Sweden (at Motal), and England. 

Tue Home Government has resurned an unfevor- 
able answer to the representations of the Colonial 
Office on behalf of the Australian proposal for a 
om Antarctic Expedition. The grounda of the re- 

uzal to plaee the £5,000 asked for on the estimates 
are that the department best able to judge of the 
commercial value of such an expedition does not 
think the interests involyed sufficient to justify the 
proposed imperial contribution; and the eeneral 
result of the communications regarding the scientific 
objects of the expedition received m scientific 
bodies, is to show that an expedition on the scale 
contemplated could do very little in the way of 
scientific investigation, and would be regarded sim- 
ply as a pionser of future more complete and costly 
expeditious.
